WASHINGTON - Two young 
Legislators from Florida plus 
a Sun Oil man from Pennsylvan­ 
ia have sneaked three constitu­ 
tional am endm ents through sev­ 
eral state 
Legislatures 
which 
would m aterially alter the en­ 
tire m akeup of the Unitxi States 
Government. 
One would create a ‘ court of 
the union” to pull the power of 
the U. S. Suprem e Court. 
Another would 
prohit it 
any 
Federal Court from re-apportio 
ing any state for all time. 
The third would allow three- 
fourths of the state legislatures 
lo put new am endm ents in the 
constitution over the head 
of 
Congress. 
These, if adopted, would make 
the United States a Confederacy 
of States rather than a union. 
The firM am endm ent, creating 
a Court of the Union of 
all 
the Supreme Court Chief Justi­ 
ces of the fifty states, in order 
to nullify the Supreme 
Court, 
has already passed four state 
legislateures. The second, pro­ 
hibiting 
reapportionm ent, 
no 
m atter how vitally needed, has 
passed eleven legislatures. The 
third, to let state legislatures go 
over the heads of Congress to 
amend the 
Constitution, 
has 
passed three legislatures. 
The three am endm ents are 
now before the Ohio Legislature, 
being pushed hard by a com­ 
bination of rural legislators and 
big business interests, and ap­ 
pear to have a chance to pass.

The American high school has perhaps borne the 
brunt pi the criticism oi U.S. education which began 
in force after the Russians launched their first Sput­ 
nik in late 1957. 
The belief is that high school is the place where stu­ 
dents really “shape up” and lay the foundations for 
more advanced work. Inadequate preparation and per- 
iommnjee at this level i;> considered by many educa­ 
tors to pe extremely handicapping to later efiort. 
But decent reports from some of the toughest and 
most demanding colleges in the country — Harvard. 
\ rale, Princeton. Chicago, Stanford, California Insti­ 
tute of Technology and Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology—indicate that many of our high schools 
are turfing out a far better * product’’ than they did 
a doaen' years ago. 
The man who brought out this significant informa­ 
tion is Dr. Lee A. DuBridge, scientist and president of 
Cal Tech. 
At a conference on the U.S. high school graduate, 
DuBridge said surveys in his own school showed the 
average college freshman in 1961 ranking far higher 
in ma IQI* aptitude tests than did his counterpart in 
1951. These tests measured abilities in English, math­ 
ematics and physics. 
Other iop-rated schools have had a similar exper­ 
ience Princeton says its entire list of applicants in 
1961 rated higher than the level of those actually ad­ 
mitted a decade ago. 
The skeptic might rush in at this point to suggest 
that no doubt these impressive freshmen entering a 
flock of tough schools were the product of private 
secondary schools. 
At least as far as Cal Tech and M.I.T. are concerned, 
the skepticism is not justified. 
Of Cal Tech’s 182 freshmen in 1961, 148 came from 
public high schools all over America, and only 25 from 
private schools. M.I.T. last year admitted 900 fresh­ 
men from 615 high schools, 87 per cent of them public. 
Now we could witness substantial performance gains 
that still would leave the average high school graduate 
v. ll down in the scale of excellence. This is not the 
easf in the colleges cited The 1961 tests plain the av­ 
erage entering student in the superior class. 
As a matter of fact, the 1951-1956 improvement in 
student performance levels is so marked, says Du- 
Bridge, that many colleges are having to advance the 
quality and content of their courses to keep up with 
the students. 
Obviously, the American high school system is not 
“keeping good students down, as sometimes charged. 
They are getting a pretty good boost on their way to 
the top. 
It looks as if the American high school was on the 
high road to improvement at the very time many peo- 
pli were must arm ied about it.
